The collector of customs at San 
Franciscq Is selling contraband 
whisky to druggists as low as $3 a 
gallon, under the guarantee that it 
shall be used under prescription for 
medical purposes only and that there 
shall be no profiteering.

If 
a poor patient must really have 
whisky he must first pay a doctor 
for a prescription and then pay the 
druggist a fancy price. It doesn't 
seem like good business-for the gov­ 
ernment to be dumping twenty-year- 
old liquor into the sewer In one 
section of the country and then 
authorizing the use of a lot of pool 
stuff for medicinal purposes In an 
other.

President Harding has issued an i 
appeal to the American people to ] 
"do everything in their power" for : 
the amelioration of the famine-' 
stricken people in the interior of i 
China. He calls to our mind the! 
fact that this country has never j 
tailed to demonstrate its friendll- ! 
ness to China when that nation i 
has been in trouble or its people in 
distress, and never has China failed 
10 show its gratitude in reciproca- ; \ 
lion.

China not only looks upon th 
I'nited States as her friend, but al- ,' 
most as her ONLY friend among the;, 
nations. There are other nations 
nearer geographically and closer 
ethnoiogically, which are ever seek­ 
ing to enrich themselves, at China's 
expense or to use the Chinese as in­ 
struments to forward their ambi­ 
tions.

When other nations exacted in- 
ileinnfties from China after the In­ 
dignities -and assaults which were 
offered th« foreign legations at Pe­ 
king during the Boxer rebellion, the 
I'nited States alone waived its 
claims and forgave, the offense.

Our disposition is to be frieni 
10 the Chinese, and there never has! 
been a time when the Chinese so | 
much needed alms as now. Though 
there be mayy calls upon our phil­ 
anthropy it is well to heed this one. 

It will not solace those in want 
al home to refuse to give to those 
facing famine abroad. Unless you 
have given to the limit for home 
charities, you cannot plead their 
cause as an e.xcuse for refusing aid 
to the starving children of China.
